ol Lieutenant Governor Harris, who
withdrow in lavor of E, A, Gllbert, who
wan the choice of the silver republicans,

After n morning spent ln lively ean-
cusing and wire pulling, the three fusion

riy conventions bagan sewsions about
2:80 in throe different halls, the popu-
lints In the Oliver, the democrats in the
{unke, and the silver republicans in the
Windwor hotel,

Nothing was aceomplished doriog the
afternoon but the appointment of the
conference committes, Much oratory
wan listened to in sll conventions,

On reassembling o the evening the
conlorence committes was ready to re
port. It was arrsoged that all conven-
tions should ballot, and when any c¢an-
didata should receive n majority of all
conventions heshould be nnmed, In the
